2. Sexton’s Report: Cemetery Supervisor, Ruben Esquivel, reported a total of 39 services for the month
of May including 2 disinterments at South Park Cemetery. A total 24 casket burials, and 7 cremations for
South Park Cemetery, and 4 casket burials, and 2 cremations for General Douglas McBride Veteran’s
Cemetery. As of June 21, 2016 there had been 25 internments.

3. Performance Measures/Bookkeepers: Cemetery Administrative Assistant, Daisy Diaz, reported that
for the month of May there had been 2 new contracts, 3 pay offs, 2 lot sales and 1 transfer. As of June



21, 2016 there had been 3 new contracts, 1 pay off and 1 lot sale. A handout was also given out by Mrs.
Diaz showing burial numbers from January 2016 to current date (June 21, 2016).

4. Update on Capital Improvements: Kevin Dillon, Projects Manager, and Louis Najar, City Engineer
proceeded to talk about the $28,000.00 set aside to replace/repair the storage roof by the shop area in
the cemetery. They also commented on the $50, 000.00 already in place for the road repair within the
cemetery, and talked about working on obtaining another $150,000.00. They are also working on
brainstorming a way to work with the funds available for all repairs/replacements, and figure out what
works best maintenance wise.
